DEATH OF JIENRY T. BLOW. 


The country has generally been taken 


by surprise by tho announcement of the 
death of tho lion. Henry T. Blow, ono 
of tho most eminent oitixons of Missou- 
ri, which occurred suddenly nt Sarato- 
ga, N. Y., on Saturday last, whither ho 
hnd gono some two wcsks ago, rather 
for rest aud recreation than on account 
of illness, 
Mr. Blow hus occupied so 


prominent ft plnoo in tho history ol 
Missouri nnd of tho West generally, 
especially within tho past fow years, ns 
to justify a somewhat extended notice 
of his life nnd character. 
Wo tako 


from tho St. Louis Jifpublican tho 
following sketch of his history : 


"Henry T, Blow was born July 15, 


1817, in Southampton county, Virgin- 
ia, bin father being Captain Peter 
Blow, a. respectable plantar of tlmt 
State. Captain Blow removed for a 
short time to Alabama, from whence 
ho eurno to St. Louis in 1830, and'bo- 
catno proprietor of what was known 
thon and for years afterwards, as tho 
Jefferson Hotel. 
Henry T, lilow was 


early sent to school, nnd was given tho 
best educational advantages the West 
afforded. 
Ho eventually graduated nt 


tho St. Louis University with honor and 
distinction. His father designed him 
for a lawyer, but circumstances drew 
him into other prusuits, imd ho com- 
inouood his business career in tho drug 
store of Joseph Charlosg & Son, its 
clerk, and in 1831!, when tho senior 
partner rolircd, Mr. lllow wont into 
partnership with the son, under tho 
Hrm of Charlois & lilow, Mr. Oharless 
buing his brother in-law, by intcrmnr- 
rliigo with his sister. In 1831) Mr. 
Churless retired 
Cioni tho 
business, 


which was conducted by Mr. 
Blow 


nlono until 1810, when Mr. Charlosi 
again became a partner and the firm was 
changed to Joseph Charlcss &, Co. The 
business beoami) 
onlargod, and 
tbo 


white load works, which formed tho 
present Collier White Load 
and Oil 


Company, wcro connoted with their 
business, 
In 18H tho partnership WHS 


again dissolved, Mr, Chuflcus retaining 
thu drug business nnd Mi'. Ulow taking 
charge of 
iho white loud works, of 


whioh ho was 1'rebidont for many 
years. 


"On tho 15th of July, 1810, Mr 


Blow was married to Miss (jrimsloy, 
the bountiful and accomplished daughter 
of Thornton Oriuislny, j'lsq., of St, 
L^uin. The recant 
death of 
Mrs. 


Blow, in tho midst of hor unveor of 
charity nnd philanthropy, is fresh in 
tho memory ol our citizens.
